110, 115 degrees; down goes 
Mr. Man. big face a* red as a bricklayer's 
boot, crowaglntbeitreet; patrol wagon, 
the host Ital, loe-paokg and four lines In 
the paper, misspelling big name. And 
all because the little "heat muter" bad 
abandoned him for gross neglect. 


We are not writing for the present (or 


pa>t) hot spell, but for the future, and not 
for the ultimate bat far the Immediate 
future. It Is not cafe to predict anything 
of a Chicago summer except that It will 
be d—Isagreeably bok And, according to 
eminent weather sharps, this threatens to 
be one of the hottest hot manners that 
ever visited Chicago. Hence the necessity 
of looking out for the "neat center" 
Keep your bat on the tack of your head. 
It doesn't look pretty, and It may oaute 
you to be token for a gambler, but it will 
cover the "beat center." Don't drink 
alcoholic llqoorg Immoderately, for the 
"beat center" Is abstemious and resents 
excess. Don't cook your "beat center" 
under an electric light. And don't argue. 


The old-fashioned doctors denounce 


alcohol ag the greatest provoker of sun- 
stroke; but that Is mainly because alcohol 
promotes foollih argument, and argument 
promotes cerebral congestion, and cerebral 
congestion acts on the "beat center" like 
a barrel hoop In a thrashing machine.
